Arrival of steamship Earnwell at Delaware Breakwater Quarantine with 
three cases of smallpox. 


DELAWARE BREAKWATER QUARANTINE STATION 
August 27, 1896. 

Sir: I have the honor to confirm my telegrams of this date, relative 
to the arrival this morning of the steamship Earnwell, with 3 cases of 
smallpox on board. The first mate, Mr. Flowers, has a confluent case 
in the 14th day of the eruption, and is a very sick man. The other 2 
cases are the third mate, Newman, and the steward, Larsen. These 
two were taken with the disease on August 12, and have had avery light 
attack, as both had been vaccinated. They are both now convalescent. 
Larsen had a very light attack of varioloid, while Newman’s was more 
severe, but both are now desquamating, and will soon be well. Every- 
one else on board is well, and all hands were vaccinated at Colon, and 
in those cases in which it did not take, the operation was repeated at 
Port Royal. One of the firemen, who had had the smallpox, was detailed 
to nurse the cases, and at Port Royal a female nurse was taken on board 
to assist in nursing, but as she was seasick all the way up she was of 
no service. I removed the 3 cases, this woman, and the fireman, as 
they all had been most exposed. Iam utilizing the fireman to help 
nurse the first mate, and hope to also make use of the woman in the 
same capacity as soon as she recovers from her sea trip. I am treating 
the first mate in the pesthouse, while the two men, the woman, and Dr. 
Green will occupy tents in the contagious disease camp. I have detailed 
one of my marine-hospital nurses to duty with these patients, and have 
engaged a man as an additional attendant to take his place while so 
occupied. I will forward his nomination by the next mail, as I am 
awaiting the arrival of Dr. Green, who comes on the evening train from 
Philadelphia. I remanded the Earnwell to Reedy Island Quarantine 
for disinfection, and notified Dr. Glennan of the fact by wire. Every- 
thing is going on easily, and I do not anticipate any trouble in the care 
of the cases.

Sanitary reports from Rio de Janeiro. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, July 28, 1896. 
Sir: I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended July 25, 
1896: 
There were 9 deaths from accesso pernicioso, an increase of 6; 5 from 
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yellow fever, an increase of 1; 3 from smallpox, an increase of 1, and 
50 from tuberculosis, a decrease of 8. From all causes there were 313 
deaths, an increase of 22 over the foregoing week. 

The increase in the total number of deaths can be put down to the 
effect on the air passages by the cold, damp, and changeable weather. 

Smallpox.—This disease increased largely in the number of eases. If 
there is to be another epidemic this year it is to be presumed that it will 
appear very soon. It is extremely difficult to enforce anything like 
thoroughly efficient sanitary measures in the ‘‘estalagems’’ or agglom- 
eration of huts for the poorest classes. 

Since last report, the following-named ships have been visited or

Rio DE JANEIRO, August 4, 1896. 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit the report for the week ended 
August 1, 1896. There were 5 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease 
of 4; 3 from yellow fever, a decrease of 2; 1 from smallpox, a decrease 
of 2; none from enteric fever, 6 in the foregoing week ; 46 from tuber- 
culosis, a decrease of 4; 3 from beriberi, 1 from diphtheria, and 1 from 
influenza. From all causes there were 260 deaths, a decrease of 53. 
On the whole, a good showing for Rio de Janeiro. 

Smallpox.—This disease has declined, against the opinions of those 
most in the case to judge. A telegram states that it is rife in the 
interior of the State of Pernambuco. It is also prevailing in Campos, 
in the State of Rio de Janeiro.

Yellow fever and smallpox in Cuban seaports. 


The United States consul at Cienfuegos reports 10 deaths from yellow 
fever and 26 deaths from smallpox in Cienfuegos during the week ended 
August 23. 

.The United States sanitary inspector at Habana reports that there 
were 71 deaths in that city from yellow fever during the week ended 
August 27.

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The United States consul at Matanzas reports that during the week 
ended August 26 there were in Matanzas 22 deaths from yellow fever. 
He states that yellow fever is confined to the Spanish troops. No cases 
in the harbor. 


The United States consul at Sagua la Grande reports 25 deaths from 
yellow fever, with 190 cases, during the 2 weeks ended August 22. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, August 22, 1896. 

Sir: I have the honor of submitting the following report on the sani- 
tary condition of Santiago de Cuba for the week ended August 22. 
The mortality for this period was 89, of which 20 were from small- 
pox, 22 from yellow fever, 2 from pernicious fever, 5 from remittent 
fever, 3 from dysentery, 6 from tuberculosis, and the rest from common 
diseases of noncontagious character. As you may perceive from this 
report, smallpox is gradually decreasing, and although there are a good 
many cases yet, the disease has taken a milder form and deaths from it 
are not so numerous. Yellow fever, on the other hand, is increasing, 
and the disease has taken a very malignant type. Colonel Vallerpin, 
of the engineer corps, died to-day, after an illness of only forty-eight. 
hours, something unusual in yellow fever. 

Malaria is prevalent to a great extent, especially the remittent type 
of the fever. Intestinal affections are common, but dysentery has 
decreased among the native population. The temperature is excessively 
high and dry.

That 2 other suspicious cases existed, but were isolated 
in the hospital and the patients were expected to recover; that since 
the 6th of August no new cases had been reported.

Sanitary report from Constantinople. 
[Report No. 157. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 12, 1896. 

The prevailing diseases in Constantinople at present are strong and 
infectious diarrheas which are a consequence of the heat. There exists 
also a large number of scarlet fever cases as well as measles, whooping 
cough, and typhoid fever. The weather is extraordinarily hot and dry. 
About 8 or 10 smallpox deaths are registered every week. Smallpox is 
also raging in the different provinces. Cholera in Egypt does not seem 
to decrease. In Alexandria, from the 26th of July up to the Ist instant, 
13 cholera deaths were registered, and from the 2d up to the 8th 
instant the number of deaths caused by cholera were 34. In the other 
parts of Egypt there were 760 cholera deaths from the 25th of July up 
to the 3lst of the same month, and 846 from the Ist up to the 8th 
instant. 

I have the honor to forward a copy of the balance sheet and statistics 
of the board of health. It will be seen in it the importance of the dif- 
ferent marines and their contribution to the trade of Turkey. It will 
also be seen that after the English marine it is the Greek which has the 
greatest number of ships and tonnage.

STATISTICAL REPORTS. 


CusaA—Guantanamo.—Month of July, 1896. Total deaths, 131, in- 
cluding yellow fever, 13, and smallpox, 43. 

Habana.—Under date of August 29, 1896, the United States sanitary 
inspector reports as follows: 


There were 280 deaths in this city during the week ended August 27, 
1896. Seventy-one of those deaths were caused by yellow fever, with 
approximately 200 new cases; 17 were caused by smallpox, with 120 
new cases approximately; 12 were caused by enteric fever, 12 by so- 
called pernicious fever, 5 by paludal fever, 1 by diphtheria, 10 by 
dysentery, 20 by enteritis, 1 by bilious fever, 1 by measles, 9 by pneu- 
monia, and 34 by tuberculosis. 
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Fifty-one of the 71 deaths by yellow fever during the week occurred 
in the military hospital, there entering into that institution in that time 
122 new cases of that disease. 

The remaining 20 deaths were among civilians in the city, with 
approximately 78 new cases. 

Of the 17 deaths from smallpox reported, only 1 occurred in the mili- 
tary hospital, while the remaining 16 were among the poor, with 
approximately 120 new cases. 

FRANCE—Roubaix.—Month of July, 1896. Estimated population, 
124,000. Total deaths, 210, including enteric fever, 1; diphtheria, 1; 
measles, 2, and whooping cough, 1. 

GREAT BRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended August 15 cor- 
respond to an annual rate of 19.9 a thousand of the aggregate popula- 
tion, which is estimated at 10,860,971. The highest rate was recorded 
in Wolverhampton, viz, 27.1,and the lowest in Huddersfield, viz, 13.7a 
thousand. 

London.—One thousand six hundred and sixty-six deaths were regis- 
tered during the week, including measles, 45; scarlet fever, 23; diph- 
theria, 59; whooping cough, 37; enteric fever, 18, and diarrhea and 
dysentery, 217. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 22.6 a thousand. In greater London 2,213 deaths were regis- 
tered, corresponding to an annual rate of 18.7 a thousand of the popu- 
lation. In the ‘‘outer ring” the deaths included 15 from measles, 20 
from whooping cough, and 10 from diphtheria. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended August 15 in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 20.3 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Kilkenny and Lisburn, viz, 0.0, and the highest in 
Sligo, viz, 30.5.a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 145 deaths were 
registered, including typhus fever, 1; whooping cough, 1; scarlet 
fever, 4, and enteric fever, 3 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended August 15 correspond to an annual rate of 16.1 a thousand of the 
population, which is estimated at 1,518,347. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Leith, viz, 7.0, and the highest in Paisley, viz, 20.7 a 
thousand.
